RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT

Sir: 

Applicant submits this Response to Restriction Requirement in response to 
the Office Action dated November 25, 2005, in which claims 2-9 and 16-20 of the 
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present application were determined to be subject to a restriction requirement 
among four patentably distinct groups. 

ELECTION IN RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Applicants hereby provisionally elect, with traverse, Group I claims 2-6 and 
17, which define a knife holder formed of resilient elastomeric material, for 
prosecution on the merits of the present application. 

REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Applicant has provisionally elected, with traverse, Group I claims 2-6 and 
17, which are drawn to a knife holder formed of resilient material (classified in 
class 83, subclass 348) for prosecution on the merits of the present application. 
Applicant hereby reserves the right to pursue non-elected Group II claims 7-9, 
which are drawn to a plurality of slots (classified in class 83, subclass 698.41), 
Group II claim 16, which is drawn to a knife holder having a diameter less than a 
diameter of an anvil roller (classified in class 83, subclass 493), and Group IV 
claims 18-20, which are drawn to method of cutting a traveling web (classified in 
class 83, subclass 37), in separate continuing application(s) filed during the 
pendency of the present application. 

The basis of the applicant's traversal of the above provisional election of 
Group I claims 2-6 and 17 is that Group II claims 7-9, Group III claim 16 and 
Group IV claims 18-20 are sufficiently related in technical subject matter to the 
Group I knife holder claims that the Group II, III and IV claims could be readily 
searched and examined together with the elected Group I claims. 
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The November 25, 2005 Office Action indicated that claims 1 and 10-15 
will be examined if any of Groups I-III is elected. Claims 1-15 and 17 should 
therefore remain pending in the present application. 

The Office Action also indicated that claim 1 links the subject matter of 
Groups I-III, and that the restriction requirement as to the linked subject matter is 
subject to the non-allowance of linking claim 1. Applicant therefore requests that 
the restriction requirement as to Groups I-III be withdrawn, and that Group II 
claim 16 and Group III claims 7-9 be restored to the present application and 
examined together with claims 1-15 and 17, upon the allowance of claim 1.
